And whereas Societies and Copartnerships of Bankers have been 
10 formed, and are now carrying on Business in Ireland, under the 
authority of the said recited Act, and of an Act passed in the Session 
of Parliament holden in the First and Second years of His present 
Majesty’s reign, intituled, “ An Act to establish an Agreement with 
“ the Governor and Company of the Bank of Ireland , for advancing 
15 “ the Sum of Five Hundred Thousand Pounds, Irish Currency, and 
“ to empower the said Governor and Company to increase the Capital 
“ Stock or Fund of the said Bank to Three Millions 

And whereas Doubts have arisen on the construction of the said Doubts 
recited Acts, and it is expedient to have all such Doubts removed, so 
as to give Protection and Security to such Societies and Copartnerships, 
and to encourage the further introduction of Capital into Banking 
Establishments in Ireland, by enabling such Societies and Copartner- 
ships to carry on Business in like manner as common Partnerships of 
Bankers, according to the true intent and meaning of the Agreement 
mentioned in the said last recited Act :

And whereas it is also expedient that Bankers in Ireland should not 
be subject to any other or further Restrictions than are imposed on 
Bankers in Great Britain; and that for that purpose the said recited 
Act of the last Session of Parliament, and also the Acts hereafter men- 
tioned, passed in the Parliament of Ireland, should be repealed ; that is 5

such banks to be due by them, not being called for in a reasonable Urn 
after the breaking up, quitting business or failure of such banks, whereby 3 
the persons interested in such banks, or their representatives or cre- 
ditors, are or may be greatly delayed m settling them accounts and in 
making payments to the creditors of such banks; for remedy thereof, 
it was enacted, that all creditors of banks in Ireland should make 
demand of all sums due to such creditors within three years next after 35 
the quitting business of such banks ; and it is expedient to re-enact 
the same provision; BE it Enacted, That every creditor of any bank 
now kept or that hath been kept in Ireland, at any time before the 
passing of this Act, or that hereafter shall be kept in Ireland shall in 

next after the time that such bank hath quitted or shall 40 
Quit business, or hath or shall stop payment, make a legal demand of 
what shall be then due to such creditor by promissory note or account- 
able receipt, and on failnre of making such demand as aforesaid every 
such creditor shall for ever be barred and precluded from suing for such 
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note or accountable receipt, either in law or equity, any law usage or 
custom to the contrary notwithstanding ; and the defendant and de- 
fendants against whom any suit or suits shall be brought after the 
respective times aforesaid, for or upon any such note or accountable 
5 receipt, shall and may plead payment and give this Act in evidence, 
which shall be deemed sufficient proof of such notes or receipts being 
paid : Provided always, That in case any member of any Society or 
Copartnership of Bankers consisting of more than persons in 

number, shall assign or transfer the share or interest of such member 
10 in such Society or Copartnership, and such entry and register of such 
transfer shall be made in manner hereinbefore directed, every such 
member shall from the time of making such entry and register as afore- 
said, be deemed and held to have quitted business to all intents and 
purposes, so far as such member shall be individually concerned, and as 
15 if such Society or Copartnership had quitted business. 

And be it further Enacted, That all penalties forfeitures and sums of Recovery of 
money to be forfeited under this Act, by reason of any omission or 
neglect of any of the regulations hereinbefore enacted, may be sued for 
and recovered in any of His Majesty’s courts of record at Dublin by 
20 any person, by action of debt, bill, plaint or information, provided such 
action be commenced within calendar months next after 

such offence committed, in which action there shall not be any essoign 
or wager of law, nor more than one imparlance allowed ; and all sums 
to be recovered shall be applied thereof to the use of the 

25 person who shall sue for the same, and to the use of 

His Majesty, His Heirs and Successors. 

And be it Declared and Enacted, That so much of an Act, made in irifh Aft 
the Parliament of Ireland in the nineteenth and twentieth years of the 
reign of his late Majesty King George the Third, intituled, “An Act to ^exteJdto 
“ explain an Act, intituled, An Act to prevent Frauds committed by Bankers. 

“ Bankrupts,” whereby it is enacted, that all mercantile companies or 
partnerships shall set forth in their several invoices, bills of parcels, 
promissory notes and custom house entries, the names of the several 
individuals of which such partnership or company doth consist, doth 
not and shall not be construed to extend to any Society or Copartnership 
of Bankers in Ireland ; any custom or usage to the contrary in anywise 
notwithstanding.
